Drains bear 
more than 
meltwater

TWIN FALLS - The city’s storm drains 
,can dump about as much water into the 
Snake River us the river is carrying now. 

But that water, like the thousands of gal- 
lons of melted snow that rushed into the 
city’s storm sewers during last Friday's 
thaw, carries with it the winters accumula- 
tion of sand. sill, oil and grease off the 
streets, and potential pollution problems. 

In some drains this year, the rushing wa- 
ter was strong enough to scour out several 
years of accumulated sediments. 

“Wc haven't seen thi s kind of runoff for 

— six'orscvcn'ycsrs. 'Mike McMasters. wa- 
tcr quality field supervisor with the Divi- 
sion of Environmental Quality Twin Falls 
regional office, said Monday. But it’s hard 
to put a number to the amount of water that 
runs off from the city streets, he said. 

Flooding in town Friday was localized, a 
combination of still-frozen ground, snow 
and fapid thaw. City Engineer Gary Young 
said. Tlic flooding was caused by water 
coming off farmland, not from any prob- 
lems with the city’s storm drains. 

. — v -The lost time the city had similar-prob- 
lems was in 1978 when the Petrine Coulee 
flooded the Blue Lakes Shopping Center. 
Young said. 

The water from city streets draihs into 
Pcrrinc Coulee. Rock Creek and various . 
other natural drainage channels in 15 or 20 . 
places, maybe more. 

Eventually it nil ends up in the Snake 
.River. 

The state has no program to control 
storm water runoff, McMasters said. 

But the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency may institute national regulations 
by 1996, requiring the city to treat storm 
water runoff. Young said. 

That treatment may be similar to the

Government collects January budget surplus 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The federal govern- 
ment-posted a rare budget surplus in January 
~lurgely'bccausc of a fluke in the timing of Social 
Security payments, the Treasury Department said 
Monday. ' , . 

The government collected $29.8 biljion more in 
revenue than it spent last month, compared with a 
SI 5.7 billion deficit a year ago. This Jonuary’s 
Social Security checks went out early, on Dec. 31, 
because the day they normally would have been 
mailed, Jan. 3, was a Sunday, boosting the Decem- 
ber deficit to an unusually large $38.9 billion. 

The January surplus, the largest sjnee April 
1991, reduced the total red ink for the first four 
months of the 1993 fiscal year, which began Oct. 1, 
to $90.7 billion. 


That’s 8.9 percent less than the $99.5 billion 
deficit for the first four months of the previous 
fiscal year, when the deficit eventually swelled to, 
an all-time record of $290.2 billion 

Nevertheless, the Clinton administration and, 
‘ private analysts still expect the deficit to set a new 
record by the time the 1993 fiscal year ends on 
Sept. 30. The administration and the Congressional 
Budget Office are projecting a $319 billion surplus 
this year and $301 billion next year, if the budget is 
unchanged. 

However, if Congress adopts President Clinton’s 
economic package, which includes a short-term 
spending increase and long-term deficit reduction, 
the administration predicts the deficit will be $332 
billion this year and $262 billion in 1994. 


Two other factors added to die January surplus. 

First, in anticipation of higher income taxes from- 
Clinton in 1993, many high-income people 
accelerated the collection of bonuses and stock 
options into 1 992 and are now paying taxes on thut 
income. Individual income tax payments totaled 
$73.7 billion last month, up 21.9 percent from a 
year ago. und $195.3 billion for the fiscal year so 
far, up 1 1 .7 percent. 

Second, the Resolution Trust Corp., the agency 
in charge of the savings and loan cleanup, has been 
without spending authority since April. However, it 
continues to sell real estate and other assets 
inherited from failed S&Ls and earned the 
government $566 million in January and $8.2 
billion for the fiscal year to date.

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Supreme Court to decide if anti-bias law retroactive 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court said Monday it will de- 
cide whether a 1991 civil rights law 
that Congress wrote to give workers 
.greater protection from employment 
bias applies to thousands of claims that 
were pending at the time. 

A decision on ihc retroactive reach 
of the law, passed to undo several rul- 
ings by the conservative high court, is 
expected next year. 

, The justices will use two eases, from 
Texas and Ohio, to study the issue, 
which is being closely monitored in 


both the business world and the civil 
rights community. 

The eases could give the Cl inton ad- 
ministration’s Justice Department an 
early opportunity to depart from prede- 
cessors in the Bush administration. 

Bush lawyers had argued in other 
cases that the Civil Rights Act of 1991 
should not be retroactive, a view that 
“reflected the position of Republicans, 
but not Democrats. in Congress when 
the act was passed,” said C. Stephen 
Ralston of the NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund.

Police did not find the telephone, 
which Hall said was thrown outside 
by the man who ripped it from the 
wall, he said. i

-Hall said she was feeding her infant 
daughter when three unfamiliar men 
rushed into her house saying that 
someone named “Steve” owed them 
money. Hall said she doesn’t know 
anyone named "Steve.” 


One man-pointed his“guirarHntrs“ 
neck and threatened to steal her 
valuables, and ordered her to make 
her baby stop crying. Hall's 
statement said. The man then fired a 
round into the ceiling, and Mall 
grabbed the telephone only to have it 
tom from her hands, she said.

Only Chauncy 'is not jusHiny ' stud. 
He’s a llama. 

With long, thick reddish-brown wool 
and an exemplary carriage. Chauncy is 
one of the stars in a herd of 17 llamas at 
Chuck and Cheryl Ayres’ small ranch at 
the edge of the Cleveland National For- 
est above San Juan Capistrano, Calif. 

Like his mates at Rancho Cria LLa- 
mas, Chauncy is both an investment 
and a pet. as much a member of the 
Ayres family os Annie, the pot-bellied 
.pig. 

Why else would he be included in a 
family Christmas portrait? 

“We’re all sitting on the couch, and 
here’s his head right in there,” said 
Cheryl Ayres, a veterinarian and mother 
of two little girls. ”lt was really cute." 

_ _On the business side, the couple oper- 
ate a’ llama-breeding ranch. As. llama 
lovers, they have plenty of company. 

Right, Michael Jackson? (Llamas arc 
among his backyard menagerie.) 

So far, the Ayreses have sold only 


one llnma — to a hoisc owner who 
bought it as a pet. They've kept the oth- 
ers. to build up the herd and expect to 
sell two young males in a' few months. 

While they hope to get a return on 
' "their in vcsfirienfi lliif family enjoys hav- 
ing the llamas -around and showing 
them off at county fairs. 

Often considered fcxotic. llamas are 
one of the world's oldest domesticated 
animals. They are so gentle that Knstin 
Ayres. 3. and Kelsey Ayrcs, I, play .in 
the pasture without a worry from their 
parents. 

"They’re a vciy graceful animal, 
said Chuck Ayrcs. a telephone repair- 
man for Pacific Bell. "They’re' very re- 
gal. They tend to have a calming effect 
on people. They are like cats — affec- 
tionate, but on their own terms." . 

Where there were only a few hundred 
Humus in the United States about 20 
years ago, their numbers are climbing 
past 50,000. But that’s only-a fraction or 
the millions in South America. 

In Peru; Bolivia and Chile, the long- 
•ncckcd.— long-eared animals arc used 
mainly as beasts of burden — sure-foot- 
ed ns mules but not a lick stubborn. 
They also are valued for their wool, 
milk and meat. 
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Llamas travel easy, lying down in the 
back of a van. They don’t get excited, 
becoming perfect visitors' to schools and 
rest homes. They pull cans, lug back- 
packs, follow wherever led. 

— Longtime backpackers - Tom - and 
Miriam -Wallnszek of Garden Grove, 
Calif., got hooked on llamas three years 
ago. The couple visited a San Diego lla- 
ma ranch with the idea of buying one a 
few years later. They ended up getting 
not one, but two llamas — in a matter 
of a few days. 

•They gave us a deal llun they would 
board them down there and train them 
and everything, so we got sucked right 
in," Tom Walloszck said. 

And sucked in they are: The Wnl- 
luszcks started their own weekend lla- 
ma-trek business called Dclli Llamas, 
offering short hikes in the wilds of San 
Diego County that feature picnics and' 
gourmet lunches. 

.Walloszck explained why llamas arc 
unique companions on a hike: "They 
. have good vision and they’re very curi- 
ous. You can go on a trai^ they’ve never 
been 6'n~lxforerarid _ thcy’irstoprnnd'

you’ll wonder what they are doing. 
They’re looking at the view." 

Llama fans like the Wallaszcks have 
no trouble explaining what attracts them 
to this member of the camclid family. 

- _ Llamas are: intelligent, _ . tranquil, 

graceful, cheap to feed, cosyto breed. 

Llamas don’t: get fleas, smell, bark, 
bite or kick, make a mess. 

They are known to spit, but that’s in- 
frequently at each other to establish a 
pecking order and rarely at humans, un- 
less being abused. 

Llamas also are well disciplined in. 
hygiene. 

Merle and Sharon Watson run a lla- 
ma ranch in San Diego County. They 
often haul their anirmils back arid forth 
to Oregon. 

"We’ll actually make the entire trip 
and they don’t go to the bathroom at 
all," Merle Watson said. Tiy that with a 
dog or a cat. 

The Wallaszcks ore so sold on llamas 
that they ore preparing to pack, up their 
expanding herd — A . Boy Named 
Sioux, White Hawk and Judge Roy 
"Beam— and-move in April-to Ariza no- 


where they will make backpacking with 
llamas and breeding the critters a full- 
time occupation. 

Both arc taking a risk by quitting 
their jobs — he works in telecommuni- 
cations and she’s a legal secretary — 
but Walloszck said -if-- it" doesn’t fly, 
they’ll try something else. 

"The llamas, will always be with us, 
though," he said. ‘They’re part of our 
lives.” 

Llama enthusiasts arc convinced that 
.the industry is not a passing fad, that the 
popularity of the animals has yet to 
peak. 

.Publishing dynamo William Ran- 
dolph Hcarst was the first to import lla- 
mas into the United States for his 
menagerie at the Hcarst Castle in San 
Simeon. Today, there arc about 2,000 
llama breeders in the nation.. 

“It’s just been a constant growth of 
interest, a constant growth of value in 
the animal,” said Sandy Mubarak of

The Ayrcs plan to keep their herd at 17 
and sell the offspring.
